\ yi LETTER FROM LORENZO SNOW. 


La Tour, VaLLer DE Lusernx, Pirp- 
wont, Irarir, Nov. 9, 1850. 


Dean PrResipent Hror:— Knowing the 
deep interest you feel in the spread of the 
trath, and the extension of the kingdom of 
God, I forward you this sketch of my labors, 
My journeyings have been replete with in; 
teresting events; but, there being great unt 
certainty as to the transmussion of letters, in 
30mME COUNTRIES, I shall not enter into many 
details. 

I am here in Northern Italy, about thirty 
miles from the city of Turin, the-capital of 
the Sardinian States. With me is Elder 
Stenhouse, president of the Southampton 
conference, and Elder Woodard from Lon- 
don. Elder Toronto has gone to visit his 
father's family in Sicily. 

Soon after our arrival here, we ascended a 
lofty mountain in the vicmity of Tour; 
where we appeared to be surrounded with 
all that was beautiful and sublime. Before 
us was a plain so vast, that it seemed as if 
immensity had become visible. 
level in that ocean of apace, and yet, no 
sameness appeared on its fertile bosom.— 
Here towns and cities were surrounded by 
the resourees from which their inhabitants 
had been fed for ages. Ancient and far- 
famed Italy, the scene of our mission, was 
spread out like a vision before our enchant- 
ed eyes. Light and shade produced their ef- 
fectim that. vast picture to a surpTising de- 
gree; for, while the clouds flung their shad- 
ows on one part, another was uluminated 
with the most brilliant sunlight, as far as the 
eye could reach. There, amidthe sublimity 
of nature, the Lord gave us the mamfesta- 
tions of his spirit, even the earnest of that 
outpouring which will yet water the church 
in these lands. Such was the spotof Alpine 
scenery, where we sung the prawes of the 
Lord, and offered the following prayer: 

We, thy servants, Holy Father, come be- 
fore thes upon these mountains, and ask thee 
to look upon us in an especial manner, and 
regard our pefihons as one friend regards the 
peculiar requests of another. Forgive all 
our sins and transgressions, Jet them na 
more be remembered. Look, Ob Lord, up- 
on our many sacrifices in leaving our wives, 
our children, and country, to obpy thy voice 
in offering salvation to this people. Receive 
our gratitude in haying preserved us from de- , 
struction amid the cold win : 


blasts, and * 
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darkness fall from theireyes From the lift- 
ing up ofthis ensign, may a voice go forth 
among the people of these mbuntains and 
vallies, and throughout the length and 
breadth of this land, and may it go forth and 
be unto thine elect ag the voice of the Lord; 
that the Holy Spirit may fall upon them, im- 
parting knowledge in dreams and visions con- 
ce this hour of their redemption As 
the report of ua thy servants shall spread a- 
broad, may it awaken feelings of annety with 
the honest, to learn of thy doings, and to seek 
speedily the path of knowledge. 

Whosoever among this people shall em- 
ploy his influence, nches, or le , to pro- 
mote the establishment of thy gospel in these 
nations, may he be crowned with honor in 
this world, and in the world to come, crown- 
ed with eternal hfe. Whoever shall use his 
influence or power to hinder the establish- 
ment of thy gospel ‘in this country, may he 
become in a surprising manner before the 
eyes of all these nations, a monument of weak- 
ness, folly, shame, and disgrace. Suffer us 
not to be overcome by our enemies, in the 
accomplishment of this business upon which 
we have been sent. Let messengers be pre- 
pared, and sent forth from heaven to help us 
in our weakness and feebleness; and to take 
the oversight of this work, and fo lead us to 
a glorious consummation. 

Remember our families, preserve our lives 
and our hearts fiom all evil; that when we 
shall have fimshed our mission, we may re- 
turn safely to the bosom of our famihes.— 
Bless Elder Toronto in Sicily, and give him 
influence and power to lead to salvation many 
of his father's house and kindred. Bless 
Pres't. Young and his council; the quorum of 
the Twelve Apostles, and thy saints aniver- 
sally, and to the Father, and to the Son, and 
to the Holy Ghost, shall be the praise, hon- 
or, and glory, now and forever, amen.

Siz —One who has an interest in 
home manufactures, takes the liberty of ad- 
dressing you onthe subject of frame-work 
kmtting. I have been employed for eleven 
or twelve years in making different kinds of 
stockings and gloves; worsted, cotton, thread 
and silk gloves, mitts and stoekings.

We think our readers who do not consid- 
et Mr. Davis, or Mr. Anybody now living a 
trusty revealer of the secrets of the ultra- 
mundane world, will yet read with interest 
the parting of soul and body, as he saw it by 
spiraual perception t short tine since His 
new work, (The Great Hannonia) 19 very 
superior in style to “Nature’s Divine Reve- 
latior °,’ aud this ¢xtract comes to us hardly 
infer ras a pyein to “Quen Mab” How- 
ever, ktevery one judge .

When the hour of death arrived, £ was for- 
tunately ina proper state of body and mind 
tindace the Superior C midition: hat preyi- 
uate throwing my gp rt ints that condition, 
Iscught the wast eanvenient and favorable 
Msition, thit E might he allowed to make the 
observations entirely unneticed and undis- 
twbed (Por explanation of what is meant 
by the superior condition, and of the nature 
end character of my perceptions, F refer the 
tader to the depurtment of this work which 
isdevoted to the philosophy of physiology.)

The spirit arose at tight angles over the 
heed orbrain of the desertedbedy But im- 
mediately previous to the final dissolution of 
the relafiorslip which had tor so mony 3 ears 
existed hetween the twa spiritual and mate- 
rit hodies, 1 saw—plaving energeteally Le- 
tween the feet of the elevated spiritual bi dy 
and the head of the prostrate physical hedy— 
a bright stream or current of vital electricity. 
This tanzht me, that what 1s customanly 
termed death is but abirth ofa sprit from a 
lower mta a higher state; that--an mferior 
body and mede cf existence are exch nging 
for a superior body cr eortesponding endow- 
ment and capailties of happiness J learn- 
ed that the correspondence between the birth 
of achild mt» this world, and the birth of the 
spirit fiem the materia! bedy into the higher 
world, is absolute and complete—even to the 
UMBILICAL conn, which was represented by 
athread nf vital electricity, which fora few 
mmnies, suhsisted between, and connected 
tle twa organisms together, And here I 
peremyed what 1 aver before had obtained 
knowledge of, that a small portion of thie vi- 
tal electrical clement returned to the @esest- 
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ed body, tmmeadtici, subsequent to the sc- 
paration of thé umbihcal thread, and that 
that portion of this element which passed 
beck to the earthly oranisu, instantly dif- 
fused itself through the enure structure, and 
thus prevented immediate decomposition. 
Itis not proper that a body should be de- 
posited im the earth until after decomposition 
has positively commenced, for shouid there 
be no postive evidence of such structural 
change, even though hfe seems to have 
surely deprrted, itis not right to consign the 
body to the grave. The uimbilical hfe cord, 
of which I speak 1s somet mes not severed,* 
but ts drawn out tn the fiaest possible medi- 
um of sympathies connected between the 
bedy and the spimt. This tsinvariably the 
case when indsy:duais apparently die, and af. 
ter being absont for a few days or hours, re- 
tam, as from a peaceful journey, to relate 
them spirteal expezence. Such phenome- 
na are moderately termed trances, catalepsy, 
somnambulism, and sp:miual ecstacy. There 
ere many differnt stazes of diversions and 
subdiverstons of these states. But when the 
spint is arrested in its fight from the body, 
and when tt is held in a transition or media- 
torial state, foronly a few hours or minutes, 
then the mind seldom retains arecollection of 
its expenence—thbis state of forgetfulness 
seems toa superficial observer, xe anuibi- 
haton, and this occasional suspension of con- 
sciousness (or memory) is frequently made 
the foundation of many ar ents agaimet 
the soul's immortal emstence. It is when 
the sprrit entirely leaves the body—only re- 
taining proprietorship over it, through the 
mediumof the universal umbilical thread or 
electric wire—as it might be called—that the 
zoal is enabled to abandon its earthly tene- 
ment and interests, for many hours and days, 
and afterwards retorn to the earth, Isden with 
bnghtand happy memories 
.. Assoon as the soul, whose deparbng hour 
l thus watched, was wholly disengaged from 
the tenacious body, I directed my attention 
to the movermcnts and emotions of the for- 
mer: and I saw her begin to breathe the most 
interior or spiritual portions of the surround- 
ing terrestrial atınosphere. (‘The reader will 
find an explanation of what is meant by the 
‘interior portions of the terrestrial atmos- 
phere,” by referrmg to the consideration of 
‘fair es a medium,” to be found in the patho- 
logical department ofthis volume.) At first 
it seemed with difficulty she eould breathe 
the new mediun; bat in a few seconds, she 
inhaled and exhaled the spiritual elements of 
nature, with the greatest possible ease and 
delight. And now I saw that she wasin the 
possession of external and physical propor» 
tions, which were identical, in every possi- 
ble particular—improved and heautified— 
with those proportions that eharacterized her 
early organzations. Thatistosay, she pos- 
sessed 2 heart, stomach, liver, lungs, d&c, 
fust as her natural body did previons to 
(not her) buf its death. This is wonderful 
and consoling truth. But L saw thatthe im- 
pravements which were wrought upon, and 
in her spritual organization, were not so par- 
fhenLirly and thortugb as to destroy or trans- 
eend her persunahty; nor did they maternally 
after her natural appearance or earthly char- 
‘ acferistics. So much hke her former self 
wae ahe, that had her friends beheld her (az I 
dis they certainly would have exclaimed— 
as we oftert de epon their return to s long ab- 


sent fread, who leaves us in ness and re- 
turns m health—why, how well you Jook! 
bow improved you are. Such waa the na- 
ture—most heautsfying in their extent—of 
the umprovements thus wreught apen ber. 

Lsaw her continue to contour and accus- 
tom herselfto the new elements and eleva- 
ting sensations which belong ty the inner life. 
I did not partienlarly notice the workings and 
emotions of ner newly awaken:d and fast un- 
folding spirit, except that I was careful to re- 
mark philosophic tranquihty throughout the 
entire process, ond her non-paruemution with 
the rest of the family, in the unrestrained be- 
wailmg of her departure from tb:s eirth, to 
unfcid in love and wisdom throughout cteraal 
spheres. She understood, at a glince, that 
thet could only gaze upon the cold and lic- 
less form which she had just deserted, and 
she ready comprehended the fact, thatit was 
oming to a want of truc knowledge on ther 
parts, that they thus vchemently regarded 
her merely physical death. 

The excessive weeping and lamentation of 
friends and relatives over the external form of 
one departed, are merely caused by the cen- 
surous and superficnl mode in which the ma- 
jor.ty of mankind view the phenomenon of 
death For with few exceptions, the race 13 
so conditioned and educated on the earth— 
not yet having progressed to wheye “what- 
soever is Ind shall be revealed—reahzng 
only tbrough the medium of the natural sen- 
ses the nearness of the beloved—wwatching - 
and comprehendmg only the external agus 
and processes of dissolution, supposing this 
contortion to indicate angush—I say, the 
race is so situatedand educated, that pEATR 
of the bady (to the majority of carth’s inbab~ 
tants} 1s equivalent to an anmbhilation of the 
personality of the individual. But I would 
comfort the superficial observer, and I can 
assure the inquirer after truth, that when an 
individual dies naturally, the spint experien- 
ces no pain; nor, should the material body 
be dissolved with disease, or crushed by fear- 
ful availance, is the individuality of the spir- 
it deformed; or in the least degree obscured, 


Could your natural gaze be turned from the * 


lifeless body, which can no longer gaze, to 
the young look of love, and could your spir- 
itual eye be opened, you would behold stand- 
ing in your very midst, the same, bat more 
beautiful and living, Hence, there is great 
cause to rejoice at the urrara of the spurt 
from this world into the sphere of life—yea, 
it is far more reasonable to weep at the ma- 
jonty of marriages which occur in this world, 
than to lament when man’s nnmortal spirit 
escapes from its earthly form, to live and on- 
foldin a higher and better country. You 
may clothe yourself with the habiliments of 
woe when you consign at the altara heart to 
a hving grave; or chain the soul to bredthe 
an uncongenial atmosphere; but robe your- 
self with garments of light to honor their 
spirita birth into a bigher hfe. 

The period required to accomplish the en- 
tire cnaxcy which I saw was not far from 
two hours and a half. but this furnishes no 
rule as to the time required for Every spirit 
to elevate and recognize itself above the 
head of the outer form. Without changing 
my spiritual perceptions, I continued to ob- 
serve the movements of the newborn spirit. 
As soon as she became accustomed to the 
new elements which surrounded her, she de- 
scended from her clevated position, which 
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was immediately over the body, by an effort 
of the will-power, and directly passed out of 
the door of the room in whish she nad kid 
(Qn the material form) prostrated with du 


ease for several weeks Jt bemg mma sam- 
mer month the doors were all open, and her 
egress from the house was attended with ne 
cbatructions I sow her pass through the 
adjomtng room, out of the door, und step 
from the house mto the atmosphere!—I was 
overwhelmed with delight and astonishment, 
when, for the Grat time, I reahzed the ux- 
versal truth thatthe spintual organization 
can tread the atmosphere, which, whilein 
the coarser, carthly form we breatht—1 
much mere refined is man’s spiritual coust- 
tuton. She walked iu the atmosphere; as 
ersily, and inthe same nmianneras we tread 
the earth, and ascend an eminence, 

Immediately upon her emergement from 
the house, SN? WAS JOINED BY TWO FRIEND 
LY SPIRITS FROG THF SPIRITUAL COTATRS, 
and after tenderly recogmzing and comm: ' 
ning with erch other, the three in the mot $ 
graceful manner, began ascending through | 
the etherial enyelopments of our globe -- 
They walked sa naturally together, that} 
could scarcely realize the fact that they trod 
the air—they seemed to he walking up the 
side of a glorious but famihar mountain’ | 
continued to raze upon them till they disap 
peared from my view; whereupon I returned 
to my external and ordinary condition. 

Oh! whatacontrast! Instead of behold 
ing that beantiful and youthful unfolded spr 
it, I now saw in common with those aboot 
me, the lifeless, cold, and shrouded organism 
ofthe caterpillar which the joyous butterfly 
had so lately abandoned.”

PRESIDENT YOUNG'S VISIT 

Tuesday, April 22, 1851. Pres’t Young 
left his hone to visit the sambyin the soul!» 
ern settlements, and ta explore the valley d 
the Severe and other places; tarried at South 
Cottonwood over night, 

23d. Continued to the mouth of Unh 
valley, where he remained for several bretb 
ren to join him. 

24th, Procceded on to the east sideof 
Utah fort, which was miserably muddy from 
the effect of the slough water spreading over 
the land. 

25th. Arrived at Springville, and tarred 
over might. 

26th. Proceeded on to Summit creek, 
where the camp was called to order to orga 
ize ourselycs for any emergency that might 
occur on the journey, as follows-—

27th. The camp took up the lme of 
march in order; passed over a small valley 
without añy water, but good feed, then over 
a rocky ridge into Jewab valley, which is 
regular in form, has several springs 1n it, a- 
mongst them one named by the Indians the 
“Punjag spring,'' which their traditions re- 
gard as bottomless, and ın the evening they 
report the slight wailing of an infant is often. 
heard to proceed from it. The west side of 
the valley 13 nearly destitute of timber; on 
the east, ald Mount Nebo raises his hoary 
head, sovered with snow, 1a the ravines of 
the Mountain large timber 18 seen. Salt 
creek rans through pretty near the centre of 
the valley. We entered Salt creek kanyon 
at half past 4 p.m, which we erossed five 
umes; its banke are steep, the stream is rapid 
and muddy; on its sides are willows and 
brush and many cedars interspersed to beau- 
ify the Jandscape,—halting for the night, 
apent the evening in singing and prayer —= 
Near this place on the west bank 1s a deep 
caye, exposing to view a mountain of salt, 
where samples were gathered. About four 
miles further up the creek, is a salt spring, 
where several of the brethren went to view, 
eat returned with over haifa bushel of pure 
salt, 

We left this place on the 28th, going up 
by the side of a creek, unt?! we crossed over 
the divide leading into San Pete valley, 
‘which 13 full of sage brash and rabbit weed 
“Wwe continued “our travels until we found 
patéh of grass on the banks of the San Pete 

» tteek; which is about twenty feet wide, and 
two feet wide, having perpendicular banks of 
about ten feet high. The valley is generally 
level, filled with sage and rabbit weed, ex- 
cept a strip on the immediate banks of the 
creek, and afew marshy places. The hills 
are low and are well stadded with cedars 
and other timber, which can be prosured with 
but little trouble in comparison to Great Salt 
Lake Valley. 

Roth. Ice on the water on msing; warm 
day, continued our journey down the valley, 
until we icame near the settlement, when our 
ears were saluted with the roaring of cannon 
from the mountain side, the waving of ban- 
ners, and the shouts of a joyous people. On 
entermg the main street of Manti Ciy, the 
people metus, and the whole camp wwe d.s- 
tributed among the frends. The afternoon 
was spent m ¥.srting, and im the evening the 
school house was filled by the citizens, to 
hearan address from Presidents Young and 
Kundi, 

Wednesday, 30th, was spent ag aday of 
rest; in the marning the presidency proceed- 
ad to organize a high cowneil for this place, 
aafollows —Artemas Millet, Gardiner Snov, 
Freehorn Demli, Jezreel Shomrker, Janes 
P Brown, John Lawson, Welcome Chap- 
man, George Pectol, Edwm Whiting, Ja- 
seph S. Allen, Elyah Everett, and John Car- 
ter, wha were ordained to that office by Bl- 
ders Wilford Woodruff and Ezra T. Benson; 
who alsa ordained Jezreel Shovnaker, Wol- 
cone Chapnan, George Pectol, and Brjah 
Everett, to be members of the high priests 
awrum The eongremation wis then ad- 

zeased by Elder John Young, 


In the afternoon the assembly was_ad- 
dressed by W. Woodruff, E. T. Benson, and 
J. M. Grant; and in the evenmg both places 
were occupied by the stints ın singing, 
prayer, and dancing, untl about ten-o’clock, 
when all retired to their homes highly grati- 
fied with the manner in which the day had 
been spent 

Tuesday, May lst, was spent in visiting 
the brethren unt] eyenmg, when the camp 
moved south over a saleratus plain, about six 
miles to Pine creek 

2d Travelled through barren sage land 
over an uneven road, to the Severe valley, 
which ig a desert waste, we turned to the 
eastabout a mile atid a halfin order to find 
feed for our animals, having travelled about 
twerity-séven miles 

-3d. Cold night, continued travellmg o- 
ver a barren road, passed some mountains 
with ising-glass, which, when the sun was 
shmuing, reflected hke diamonds, and putting 
every object into the shade by its reflected 
brilhancy ‘This day’s travel was over a de- 
solate road, and by the immense quantities 
of flood-wood laying on the ground, it is cer- 
tain that very heavy rams are frequent; not 
a blade of grass to be seen until we again ar- 
rived at the Severe, (after travelling nineteen 
miles,) whieh is about seven rods wide and 
two feet deep, having in many places perpen- 
dicular banks, from six to twenty feet high, 
nothing.latger than willows growing 1n this 
day’s journey. This day we passed a ehain 
offeautiful mountains of vermillion, green, 
yellow, white, black, and gray colors, in the 
most beautiful and variegated form One of 
the mountains was appropriately called “Ver- 
million Mountain;” the next one south bemg 
luke a temple or fort, was called “Bngham's 
Fort; and are the most lovely mountains 
that have been seen 

4th. The rising of the sun wás a most 
lovely sight, on account of the peculiar cu- 
polashaped mountam in the east; the rays of 
the sun were thrown all round it in a most 
beautifal manner, and when tt rose it was on 
the summit, and was like rising behind a 
mountzin of blazing light, and could only be 
equalled by the mountof glory,“or the mount 
where our Savior was transfigured before the 
eyes of his diserples M 

Theanmals were sent avout three miles 
to graze The camp started in a circuitous 
route, passed through some good gras» where 
gram can be raised. The remamder of the 
Journey was through sage aud rabbit weed; 
bore round to the south-west, where the nv- 
er forms four smallistands, where we waited 
for the signi, to léarn whether it was possi- 
ble to pass aver the low mowzitains into the 
west side ofthe range. 7 

Atd p m D. H. Wells made two large 
fires to notify us that we must again 


cross the mver, as st was impracticable to, 


take the wagons over at that point; accor- 
dingly we hunt a ford, dig down the banks, 
and cross the river where tt runs yery rapid, 
and pioneered in a straight line to the east 
side of the valley, where we cume toa halt 
at half past six p. m, on a beantiful little 
stream of cold water; but had to send our an- 
mals about four mues to feed, at the foot of 
the mountain 

Pres't Young lulled a scorpion at th.s 
place D H. Wells returned to camp after 
sundown, bringing especimen of beautiful 
chalk which he pioked up on the mountain, 
and reporting a large quantit},

Sth. Cold night; eamp takes nearly a 
straight line up a rough rocky hill, then 
through z pretty little dry valley; went round 
a’ hill, up a lovely sweet flower garden; the 
camp had to dig 2 road up the ravine; passed 
over the hill, when we had à clear view of 
a beautiful wale filled with cedars and firs, 
descended through a romantis country of 
scenery, to x patch of green gress om the Se- 
yere, having travelled fifteen miles. 

6th. Ice on the water, clear sky. Ina 
short time after starting had to pass overa 
mountain as steep as the roof of a house; af- 
ter bemg safe over this, came toa sidling 
bluff, where the brethren had to pass the 
wagons by attaching ropes to them, to pre- 
yent upsetting into the river; then went over 
a level bottom covered with deep dry grass; 
in about four miles further, had to dig a road 
up the side of a bili which] we passed over. 
After dinner Pres'ts. Young and Kimball su- 
perntended the digging of the banks of the 
Severe, in order to ford it again. The camp 
crossed over in safety, and ascended a steep 
hill, where the wind was blowing a gale; con- 
tinued on our journey until we came to a 
small rivulet, surrounded by a heavy growth 
of sage, but very htile grass. The wind 
blew up a heavy cloud of dust, which was 
very keen and chilly; and the wagons were 
rocked like so many cradles. 

7th. Severe windy night, ice on the wa- 
ter; keen air; animals scattered in all direc- 
tions, glad to find all safe; camp moved down 
a decline, then through sage and grease 
wood, over a saleratus plain, then turned to 
the river to save several miles’ travel, dug 
down the banks of the river on each side in 
order to cross it; when each wagon arrived 
at the opposite side, had to attach arope to 
it, to pull it out. We then proceeded on our 
journey in a circuitous route over a saleratus 
desert, and sage plain; and it was amusing 
enough to see men on horseback dodging 
round the large sage bushes which reached 
as hh as the middle of e man’s baek while 
mttmg on his horse,—then took a straight 
line to the kanyon, ford the river ina wide 
place, turn round a bold rocky point, and 
commence ascending a rough rochy hill, 
which was covered with rough stones, we 
had to descend a ravine by attaching ropes 
to the hind end of each wagon, and pull them 
out by ropes, ie addition to the teams.) 
The sun set before we founda place free e- 
mough from rocks, where the wagons could 
be camped in order. > 

Sth. Savere frost last mght. The camp 
starts up the “Rocky Run,” {named by 
Pres t. Young as the most rocky place this 
side of New York State,} and ascend over a 
very steep mountain by doubling teanas; 
then had a snevession of rough hills and ra- 
vines until we came to a place named “Hell 
and the Devni,” bemy decidedly one of the 
ughest-places ever descended by wagons, it. 
was a regular hard scrabble to get down, 
and heavy to pull ont; travelled overa verr 
rough rocky hill, the Lone Tree valley; af- 
terwards wound round through some marrow 
ravines, when we beheld a view of the Col- 
orado valley, passed through a large prairie 
dog town, and camped on the summit ofa 
hll, haying to drive our animals’to water a- 
bout z mile and a half. 

9th Raining and snowing all night; the 
-ground covered with snow; the camp start 
without breakiag fast, and plad to leave the 
jest glimpse of the traly named Severe yal. 
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ley, ascend the mountan, whens heavy hal 
and snow storm descends, which conunued 
without interuissioa until amea in, during 
which we descended by a niurtaw kanyon to 
a dry valley about six miles wide, and ten 
long, full ot sage rush; on leaving this val- 
ley by a deep gulch J M. Grant upset ns 
wagon, breathing tne longue, and damaging 
Ing lad: an about hali in h ur, damages 
were repatred, and ne pursued aur saya Wo 
the gulch, the s des of winen were ceverd 
with cedas, anand mt hail storm, Cn ener g 
we entered {ror coualy, and beat ay stra rit 
course through the sure to aame springs, 
whenit wes d: udad tarotlon to Rod erea, 
Where we canped tar the meht m guod teed 
and plenty of willows. 


Lita Qn waling, isund the ground cov- 
ered wth sin, frou ten to tourteen inches 
deep, some of our bre.hren co.npletcty eb- 
sewed irou any trace of thir witere sbunts, 
unid they awake and sheok the snev olf 
them.
